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Shots  fired 
on  Tyler  St.

Two  gun  shots  were  fired 
outside  the  Kung  Fu  Restaurant 
on  Tyler  Street  at  about  1:15 
a.m.  on  April  4,  resulting  in 
broken  glass  panels  on  the  front 
door  of  another  Chinese  rest¬ 
aurant,  the  China  Pearl,  on  the 
same  street,  according  to  a 
police  report. 

A  Norwood  man,  Christopher 
Fay,  27,  was  later  arrested  on 
Stuart  Street  and  charged  with 
assault  with  the  intent  to  mur¬ 
der. 

The  manager  of  the  Kung  Fu 
Restaurant,  who  gave  her  name 
as  “Tse”,  recounted  that  she 
saw  Fay  walking  into  the  rest¬ 
aurant  a  little  after  1  a.m.  He 
ordered  some  food  and  two 
beers,  she  said,  and  she  and  two 
of  her  waiters  were  suspicious 
because  they  thought  this  par¬ 
ticular  customer  was  strange 
and  unusually  subdued. 

Not  too  long  after,  the  man 
pulled  out  a  semi-automatic  shot 
gun,  but  he  was  immediately 
grabbed  by  the  two  waiters  and 
pushed  out  of  the  restaurant, 
Tse  said. 

According  to  the  police  report, 
Fay  fired  one  shot  at  the  waiters 
who  had  chased  him  out  of  the 
Kung  Fu  Restaurant,  and  an¬ 
other  shot  at  another  group  of 
males  standing  across  the  street 
outside  the  China  Pearl  Rest¬ 
aurant.  No  one  was  hurt  by  the 
shots,  but  the  two  waiters  at  the 
Kung  Fu  Restaurant  were  treat¬ 
ed  for  minor  injuries  suffered 
when  they  wrestled  the  gun  from 
the  armed  man. 

Tse  said  she  thought  the 
armed  man  was  just  mentally 
disordered,  and  did  not  have  a 
motive  for  the  incident. 

The  case  is  still  under  inves¬ 
tigation  by  Area  A  detectives. 


Five  charged  with  assault  &  battery 

Youths  harass  Brighton  restaurant  owners

BRIGHTON  -  About  five 
years  ago  the  Oak  Square 
playground  in  this  west  side  of 
town  was  the  scene  of  a 
gruesome  killing. 

Two  teenagers,  armed  with 
daggers  and  malice,  caught 
a  Vietnamese  refugee  after 
chasing  him  through  the  little 
park.  They  beat  him  raw  before 
finishing  him  off  with  their 
knives.  Today  one  of  them  is 
still  doing  time  in  jail.  The  other 
is  free. 

Oak  Square’s  a  quaint,  quiet 
neighborhood,  the  locals  say  — 
if  you  don’t  think  about  the 
killing.  “It’s  gotten  a  lot  better 
in  the  last  five  years,’’  says 
shopkeeper  John  Reardon, 
whose  sundry  store  is  a  stone’s 
throw  from  the  playground. 

Has  it  really? 

It’s  a  tenuous  question,  and 
Allen  Duong,  a  Vietnamese 
Chinese  who  runs  a  tiny  rest¬ 
aurant  on  the  western  edge  of 
the  playground,  will  paint  you  a 
different  picture  if  you  asked 
him. 

His  experience,  and  that  of 
the  restaurant  owner  before  him 
who  sold  him  the  business, 
seems  to  indicate  that  it’s  still  a 
tough  neighborhood  —  especial¬ 
ly  one  in  which  to  do  business. 

Duong’s  clean,  draughty  rest¬ 
aurant,  auspicously  called  the 
“New  China;1'  gets  most  of  its 
business  in  take-out  orders,  but 
there  are  also  six  small  formica 
tables  where  people  can  sit  and 
have  a  meal.  They  can  even 
thumb  through  the  several 
magazines  that  the  owner  has 
placed  earnestly  and  neatly  on 
each  of  the  tables. 

The  verticle  retangular  shop 
windows,  on  two  sides  of  the 
restaurant  facing  Champney 


and  Faneuil  Streets,  are  plexi¬ 
glass.  You  can  see  severed  fairly 
distinct  scratches  on  at  least 
three  or  four  of  the  windows. 

The  scratches  read,  “Gook 
Sucks.” 

Duong  is  a  small  muscular 
man  with  blood-shot  eyes.  He  is 
27,  lives  in  Everett,  and  runs  the 
business  seven  days  a  week  from  r  i 
3  p.m.  to  one,  sometimes  two,  in>'  T*i 


run  on  seeing  the  police  vehicle. 

“When  the  car  goes,”  Duong 
said,  “the  kids  come  back.” 

He  said  he  doesn’t  know  any 
of  the  kids  by  name.  “I’m  not 
afraid  of  them ,  ”  he  said .  “I  want 
to  go  on  with  this  restaurant.” 

Pei  Lin  Lei,  28,  a  Chinese 
immigrant  who  used  to  own  the 
restaurant  —  then  called

batim. 

“They”  come  back  all  the 
time,  he  said.  They  usually  come 
on  Friday  and  Saturday  nights. 
They  hang  outside,  discourag¬ 
ing  customers  from  coming  in. 

They’d  come  in  once  in  a 
while  themselves  and  order 
very  little  to  eat.  They’d  sit 
around  in  a  big  group  drinking 
and  smoking.  Sometimes  they’d 
bring  beer. 

“Once,”  Duong  said,  “they 
were  hiding  the  beer  from  me. 

“I  came  up  to  the  table  and 
they  had  poured  beer  over  the 
side  of  the  table  onto  the  floor.  I 
got  angry  with  the  boy  who  did 
it.  I  took  his  hat  and  threw  it  on 
the  floor  and  told  them  to  get 
out.” 

Another  time,  Duong  said  he 
saw  a  group  of  boys  and  girls 
outside  his  restaurant.  They 
were  scratching, on  the  windows. 
“I  told  therii  hot  to  scratch  my 
windows,”  he  said.  “They  gave 
me  this  (he  lifted  his  middle 
finger),  and  they  said,  ‘F — 
you!”’ 

He’s  called  the  police  many 
times,  he  said.  It  takes  the  police 
10  to  20  minutes  to  get  there. 
Once  in  a  while,  the  cops  would 
come  in  plainclothes.  But  often 
they  would  drive  up  to  the 
restaurant,  and  the  kids  would 


V<5r-  ice  on  the  ground,  when  it  was 


late  enough  that  the  restaurant 
was  all  but  deserted. 

Police  reports  show  that  short¬ 
ly  after  10p.m.  on  Fri.,  Jan.  11, 
three  ol  them  came  into  the 
restaurant  and  “started  to  cause 
a  disturbance.” 

They  were  ejected.  “The 
youths,  ’  ’  said  one  of  the  reports, 


“returned  to  ...  Dunboy  Street, 
where  they  related  this  story  to 
their  friends  ...,  about  ten  to 
twelve  more  white  youths. 

“At  this  time  many  of  the 
youths  armed  themselves  with 
wooden  boards  (2x4 ’s),  and 
started  back  to  the  restaurant  to 
beat  the  employee  of  the  rest¬ 
aurant. 

“Upon  arrival  (they)  started 
to  strike  the  windows  with  the 
boards  but  failed  to  break  the 
windows  as  they  were  plexi¬ 
glass. 

“Mr.  Pei  Lin  Lei  came  out  of 
the  restaurant  and  started  to 
argue  with  the  above  males,  and 
at  this  time  the  youths  struck 
him  on  the  back  of  his  head  with 
a  wooden  board  and  beat  him 
with  their  hands,  knocking  him

Restaurateur  seeks  compensation 


Former  restaurant  owner  Pei 
Lin  Lei.  who  claims  to  have  lost 
over  $12,000  in  earnings  and 
medical  expenses  after  suffering 
a  beating  in  Brighton  last 
January,  is  filing  for  public 
compensation  under  the  state’s 
Violent  Crime  Statute. 

The  statute  (Massachusetts 
General  Laws  Chapter  258 A) 
allows  for  victims  or  surviving 
dependents  of  victims  to  petition 
for  reimbursement  from  the 
state  to  recover  out-of-pocket 
financial  losses  resulting  from 
violent  crimes,  according  to 
Asst.  Att.  Gen.  Francis  G. 
Chase. 

Lei  claims  to  have  spent  over 
$2,000  for  treatment  of  injuries 
suffered  in  the  beating.  His 
assailants  had  hit  him  repeated¬ 
ly  with  wooden  sticks  and  fists, 
injuring  his  left  eye  and  waist 
and  breaking  his  head  in  two 


places. 

Shortly  after  the  incident, 
which  took  place  outside  his 
restaurant  on  Faneuil  Street  in 
west  Brighton,  Lei  hastily  sold 
his  business.  He  claims  to  have 
lost  over  $10,000  in  the  sale  and 
in  potential  earnings. 

“I  sold  the  business  after  I 
was  injured  because  I  couldn’t 
work,”  Lei  said  in  an  interview 
at  his  home  in  Chinatown.  “I 
was  afraid  they  (the  assailants) 
would  come  back. 

‘  ‘They  come  back  sometimes 
—  the  new  owner  called  me  up 
and  told  me  about  them.” 

Lei  sold  his  business  at  the 
beginning  of  February  to  Allen 
Duong,  a  Vietnamese-Chinese 
refugee  who  now  runs  the  New 
China  Restaurant  with  an  assist¬ 
ant.  Lei’s  old  business  was

Conference  draws  educators,  social  workers 

Speaker  sees  severe  stereotypes

American  history  books,  says 
a  social  scientist  who  visited 
Boston  recently,  have  tradition¬ 
ally  viewed  Asian  Americans  as 
being  invisible,  exceptional,  and 
as  subjects  or  passive  victims, 
but  never  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  nation’s  historical  process. 

“What  is  needed,”  she  says, 
“is  for  history  books  to  be 
integrated  and  reconstructed  to 
include  the  Asian-American  ex¬ 
perience.” 

She  is  Dr.  Shirley  Hune,  a 
respected  scholar  of  Asian 
American  studies  who  is  an 
associate  professor  of  social 
science  at  Medgar  Evers  College 
(CUNY)  in  Brooklyn,  N.Y. 

Hune  was  keynote  speaker  at 
a  recent  conference  on  “Teach¬ 
ing  and  Learning  from  the  Asian 
American  Experience,”  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop  (AARW)  at 
the  Boston  Children’s  Museum. 
The  one-day  event  also  featured 
four  workshops  on  Asian  Ameri¬ 
can  history,  the  internment  of 
Japanese  Americans  during 
WWH,  the  Boston  Asian  com¬ 
munity,  and  stereotypes  and 
cultural  values. 

Hune  is  a  feisty  third  genera¬ 
tion  Chinese  American  who’s 


taught  Asian  American  studies 
at  the  University  of  Maryland, 
Hunter  College  (N.Y.)  and  Yale 
University,  and  author  of  “Pa¬ 
cific  Migration  to  the  United 
States”  (Smithsonian  Institute, 
1977). 

“History  is  distorted,”  she 
declared.  “There  has  always 
been  a  historical  bias  favorable 
to  white  males  of  European 
backjground  —  they  are  the 
presidents  and  generals,  the 
movers  and  shakers  of  the 
world. 

“The  settling  of  America  is 
only  viewed  as  having  occurred 
this  way:  from  Europe  to  Ameri¬ 
ca  to  the  Pacific  Coast.  This  is  a 
Eurocentric  view.  It  limits 
Asians,  and  it  is  essentially  a  lie. 
This  view  places  Europeans  as 
having  more  important  values. 
We  are  not  in  history  —  we  don’t 
appear  —  and,  therefore,  we’re 
less  valuable. 

“What  we’ve  learned,  what 
the  books  and  media  tell  us,  is 
that  Asian  Americans  and  the 
Asian-American  experience  are 
not  important.  This  has  had  a 
profound  inpact  on  what  we  do 
!with  our  lives. 

“We’re  visible  only  when 
we’re  exceptional,  as  in  Nobel 
Prizewinners,  architects,  and  so 
on.  The  ordinary  person  is 


neglected.  Unless  we’re  fa¬ 
mous,  we  didn’t  make  contribu¬ 
tions  to  history.” 

“Now,  I’m  all  for  heroes,” 
she  said,  pausing  for  effect  — 
“and  ‘she’roes.” 

The  Asian-American  experi¬ 
ence  should  be  part  of  a 
“Dispora,”  Hune  said,  “where 
people  can  see  its  diversity  and 
complexity.  Even  after  15  years 
(of  the  introduction  of  Asian 
American  studies  to  some  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  in  the 
country)  we’re  only  tacked  on,  at 
the  end  of  chapters  or  in  ‘boxes’ 
in  history  books.” 

“The  challenge,”  she  added, 
“is  to  overcome  our  absence, 
our  omission,  from  history.... 
There  is  a  saying,  ‘Ethnic 
groups  get  to  tap-dance  across 
our  history  books,  ’  meaning  that 
they  get  mentioned  only  when 
something  terrible  happens.” 

Hune  said  that,  as  a  result  of 
their  traditional  exclusion  from 
history  books,  Asian  Americans 
often  tend  to  internalize  their 
feelings.  “They  feel  a  sense  of 
embarrassment  looking  in  the 
mirror,”  she  said.  “Some  would 
go  to  the  extremes  of  dyeing 
their  hair  blonde  or  changing  the 
shape  of  their  eyelids.

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Movement,  music  lure  Michael  Mao 
to  the  world  of  modern  dance

As  a  young  boy  of  five, 
Michael  Mao  would  put  on  his 
favorite  music  and  twirl  around 
the  living  room.  It  has  always 
been  the  movement  and  music 
—  not  the  spectacle  and  cos¬ 
tumes  —  of  dance  that  grab  and 
excite  him  most 

Now  the  artistic  director  of  the 
Dinosaur  Dance  Company,  Mao 
started  out  14  years  ago  as  a 
vibrant  dancer  in  the  company. 
He  became  artistic  director  in 
1981. 

The  tall,  slim  man  absent- 
mindedly  searched  for  a  match 
for  his  cigarette  as  he  sat  down 
for  a  recent  lunch  interview  with 
The  SAMPAN  after  a  momi 
production  meetings  and 


nowned  figure  in  the  art.  But  at 
one  point,  he  thought  of  quitting 
dancing. 

“I  actually  did  think  that  I 
might  not  dance.  It’s  not  just  to 
please  my  mother.  I  did  think, 
maybe,  I  wouldn’t  do  it,”  Mao 
said.  ‘  ‘When  you  are  young,  you 
are  most  impressionable,  and 
when  you  are  surrounded  by  a 
not  particularly  supportive  fami¬ 
ly,  you  do  start  thinking  that 
maybe  they  are  right.” 

But  then,  Toby  Armour, 
founder  of  the  Dinosaur  Dance 
Company,  happened  to  see  Mao 
in  a  dance  class  and  invited  him 
to  join  her  group.  He  did,  and  he 
left  New  York,  his  home  town, 
with  dreams  of  making  it  as  a 
''  ^.professional  dancer.

As  the 
youngest  and  the  only  son 
among  five  siblings  in  a  Chinese 
family,  Mao’s  early  revelation  of 
his  interest  for  a  career  in 
dancing  was  instantly  met  with 
disapproval  from  his  parents 
who  had  more  traditional  aspira¬ 
tions  for  their  son. 

It  was  not  until  he  was  13  or  14 
that  he  started  taking  dance 
lessons  on  his  own.

“My  mother  still  thinks  that 
when  I  ‘grow  up’  I  should  have  a 
real  job,  meaning  that  what  I  do 
now  is  not  real.  That  does  not 
bother  me  anymore.  But  when  I 
was  younger,  it  used  to,”  he 
said. 

Mao  does  not  expect  to 
change  other  people’s  view  of 
certain  things.  But  over  the 
years,  he  said,  his  parents  have 
begun  to  respect  his  decision 
and  think  that  dancing  may  be 
right  for  him  since  he  seems 
happy  doing  it. 

‘‘I  don’t  need  for  them  to  feel 
that  this  is  such  a  wonderful 
thing,  because  they  are  entitled 
to  their  opinions,  and  I  am 
entitled  to  mine,  too.  I  guess,  by 
Chinese  standard,  that  is  very 
unfilial,  isn’t  that?”  he  chuck¬ 
led. 

Bom  in  mainland  China  (he 
came  to  the  United  States  when 
he  was  three  years  old) ,  Mao  has 
an  intrinsic  interest  in  the 
Chinese  culture.  He  majored  in 
Chinese  and  other  literatures  in 
college  and  showed  an  excep¬ 
tional  talent  in  dialects  and 
languages.  He  speaks  fluent 
Shanghainese,  Mandarin,  Can¬ 
tonese  and  Knows  a  little  bit  of 
Toisanese.  He  also  knows  some 
German,  Japanese  and  Swed¬ 
ish. 

Mao  does  not  think  that  his 
choreography  is  directly  in¬ 
fluenced  by  his  heritage  because 
he  was  not  trained  in  Chinese 
dance. 

‘  ‘The  choice  of  the  music  and 
the  putting  of  the  movements 
with  the  music  —  how  it’s 
related  —  it’s  an  aspect  that  the 
choreographer  unconsciously, 
or  unwittingly,  expresses  him¬ 
self  or  herseif.  And  to  that 
extent,  there  will  be  something 
in  my  choreography  that  is 
Chinese,  because  being  Chinese 
is  part  of  me,”  he  said. 

His  work  does  not  speak 
exclusively  to  Asians,  so  it  does 
not  particularly  attract  an  Asian 


audience.  The  thought  of  treat¬ 
ing  Chinese  themes  has  come 
up,  he  said,  but  due  to  expensive 
costumes  and  set,  the  idea  has  to 
be  put  ‘‘on  hold”  for  a  while. 

Mao  would  like  to  see  more 
Chinese  attending  his  concerts, 
but  he  feels  that  this  abstract 
form  of  art  might  be  difficult  for 
Chinese  to  accept. 

‘‘Because  dance  is  associated 
with  drama  in  traditional  China, 
I  think  a  dance  with  a  story  goes 
over  better  with  a  Chinese 
audience  than  a  dance  without  a 
story.  And  it  does  not  really 
matter  whether  the  story  is 
contemporary  or  traditional,  ’  ’ 
he  said. 

Dancing  is  one  of  the  few 
performing  arts  where  being  a 
member  of  the  ethnic  group  is 
not  a  problem,  Mao  said.  He 
avoids  interpreting  every  act 
against  him  as  discrimination, 
because,  he  said,  that  would  be 
an  easy  way  of  explaining  every 
such  situation. 

For  Mao,  the  inherent  difficul¬ 
ty  of  the  art  itself  renders  all 
other  hardships  surrounding  the 
profession  quite  insignificant. 

‘‘You  are  a  dancer  only  at  the 
moment  when  you  dance.  Once 
that  is  over,  the  next  time  when 
it  happens  is  when  you  dance 
again.  And  as  a  choreographer, 
the  choreography  exists  only  at 
the  moment  when  (the  dance  is 
being)  performed.  Every  time 
you  want  to  see  it  again,  it’s  like 
you  have  to  get  it  together 
again, ’  ’  he  said.  ‘  ‘The  art  is  very 
ephemeral.  It’s  not  everlasting, 
and  you  have  to  work  so  hard  to 
keep  producing.” 

Though  he  enjoys  his  work 
very  much,  Mao  is  quick  in 
pointing  out  that  a  dancer’s  life 
is  a  tough  one. 

‘‘I  think  that  given  the  fact 
that  there  is  not  much  monetary 
reward  and  it’s  very  hard  work,  a 
person  should  do  it  only  if  the 
person  really  wants  to,  and 
knows  why  he  or  she  is  doing  it. 
There  are  too  many  dancers  for 
too  few  jobs  in  this  country,”  he 
said. 

Asked  what  he  sees  himself 
doing  in  the  near  future,  he 
pondered  for  a  long  while  before 
declaring  that  he  will  probably 
continue  to  choreograph.  But, 
he  added,  the  ‘  ‘ability  to  choreo¬ 
graph”  is  very  unpredictable. 
Should  the  desire  to  choreo¬ 
graph  stops,  he  will  take  some 
time  off  and  find  himself  a 
menial  job  that  has  a  clear 
function  to  it,  ‘‘like  being  a 
receptionist  or  a  bank  teller,  ’  ’  he 
said. 

‘  ‘  All  my  life  I  have  done  things 
that  do  not  have  a  clear  func¬ 
tion,”  Mao  said.  ‘‘What  is  the 
clear  function  of  dance?  None. 
It’s  got  a  clear  purpose,  but  it 
does  not  have  a  clear  function. 

‘‘What’s  the  purpose?  to 
bring  joy  —  to  inspire.”

Restaurant  Owner  Robbed,  Beaten: 
Allen  Duong  (See  related  stories  on  Page 
1 . ) ,  owner  of  the  New  China  Restaurant  in 
Brighton,  was  beaten  up  by  two  men  who 
had  earlier  robbed  him  of  some  food.  The 
incident  occurred  early  Thursday  morn¬ 
ing,  April  4,  according  to  a  police  report. 
Two  unidentified  young  men  apparently 
came  into  Duong’s  restaurant  on  the 
comer  of  Champney  and  Faneuil  Streets 
to  buy  some  food  at  about  1  a.m.  Duong 
said  while  he  was  preparing  their  orders 
they  grabbed  several  boxes  of  food 
prepared  for  another  customer  and  took 
off  without  paying.  The  restaurant  owner 
then  chased  them  up  Champney  Street, 
but  they  turned  around  and  threw  the 
boxes  on  his  head.  They  then  assaulted 
him  with  their  fists  and  feet,  according  to 
the  report  obtained  from  Boston  Police 


AreaD’s  Det.  Ken  Nave.  Duong  suffered 
a  bleeding  nose  and  was  treated  at  St. 
Elizabeth’s  Hospital  in  Brighton  and 
released.  The  victim  said  he  can  identify 
his  assailants  if  he  saw  them  again.  The 
matter  is  still  under  investigation  by  Area 
D  detectives;  the  case,  however,  had  not 
been  assigned  when  The  SAMPAN 
inquired  about  the  incident  late  on  April 
7.  Nave  said  the  case  is  now  classified  as 
“larcenous  assault.” 

Murder  Trial  Delayed:  Jury  selection  is

The  motion  has 
been  denied. 

Assistant  district  attorney,  Francis 
O’Meara,  said  defense  attorney  Buckley 
had  felt  the  translator,  Don  Fong,  who  is 
part  of  the  staff  of  the  Suffolk  County 
Courthouse,  was  growing  partial  in  the 
case,  thus  making  him  unreliable  as  an 
objective  participant  in  the  court  proceed¬ 
ings.

to  the  ground. 

“After  sometime  the  victim 
got  back  on  his  feet  ...  and  they 
then  chased  him,  catching  him 
between  two  cars  and  assaulted 
and  beat  him  with  their  hands 
again....” 

The  youths  had  fled  the  area 
by  the  time  the  police  arrived. 


Lei  was  taken  to  St.  Elizabeth’s 
Hospital  in  Brighton,  suffering 
cuts  in  his  head  and  face, 
according  to  the  report.  Unable 
and  too  afraid  to  continue 
running  the  Peking  Palace,  Lei 
sold  his  business  to  Allen  Duong 
(see  accompanying  story). 

Boston  Police  eventually  ar¬ 
rested  six  juveniles  and  charged 
five  of  the  with  assault  and 
battery  with  dangerous  weap¬ 
ons.  The  five  face  a  closed  trial 
hearing  in  the  Brighton  District 
Juvenile  Court  April  10. 

Brighton’s  district  attorney,

Boston  Police’s  Peter  Boylan, 
the  detective  who  made  the 
arrests,  also  will  not  comment  on 
the  Lei  case  specifically.  Never¬ 
theless  —  “this  sort  of  thing 
happens  all  the  time,”  he  said, 
“all  over  the  place.” 

Kids  get  drunk  and  hang  out, 
Boylan  said  —  ‘  ‘but  in  this  case, 
it’s  gone  too  far.  The  guy  got 
beaten  up  badly.” 

It’s  hard  to  tell  if  the  five 
juveniles  are  the  same  ones  who 
still  hang  around  Duong’s  rest¬ 
aurant.  He  thinks  they  are  from 
the  same  group  that  assaulted 
and  battered  Lei. 

Tom  Molloy  lives  about  half  a 
mile  from  Duong’s  restaurant 
and  writes  a  column  for  the 
Allston  Brighton  Item,  a  local 
weekly  newspaper.  He  says  he 
knows,  or  knows  about,  most  of 
the  kids  in  the  neighborhood. 

The  kids  who  attacked  Lei  in 
January  were  “probably  the 
same  kids  who  hang  around  the 
restaurant,”  Molloy  said.  “Ap¬ 
parently  they’d  been  harassing 
him  (Lei)  before  the  incident.” 

“A  couple  of  them  have  long 
juvenile  records,  ’  ’  he  said,  when 
a  reporter  read  him  the  names  of 
the  six  teenagers  who  had  been 
arrested.  The  kids  are  all  14,  15 
or  16  years  old. 

“There’s  an  element  of  anti- 
Asian  sentiments  in  the  area,” 
Molloy  said.  ‘  ‘I  thought  it  was  a 
racial  assault.” 


Detective  Sgt.  William  John¬ 
ston,  who  works  in  the  Boston 
Police  Communty  Disorders 
Unit,  said  the  Jan.  11  incident 
“definitely  has  racial  over¬ 
tones.”  He  declined  further 
comment  until  the  case  has  gone 
through  the  juvenile  court. 

Reardon,  the  owner  of  the 
store  that  sits  next  to  the 
restaurant,  however,  doesn’t 
think  the  beating  was  racially 
motivated.  He  says  he  knows 
most  of  his  customers,  and 
among  them  are  the  parents  of 
the  kids  who  allegedly  attacked 
Lei. 


“They  were  just  picking  on 
someone  they  can  get  away 
with,”  said  Reardon,  who  does¬ 
n’t  let  the  kids  hang  outside  his 
store.  “Once  you  start  letting 
them  hang  around,  they’ll  all 
soon  congregate.” 

“In  my  opinion,”  the  burly 
shopowner  said,  “they  just  took 
advantage  of  somebody  they  can 
take  advantage  of....  Now,  if  I 
had  a  black  eye,  I  want  to  make 
sure  the  other  guy  gets  one  too. 

“He  (Lei)  was  a  quiet,  well- 
mannered  guy,  minding  his  own 
business  and  trying  to  do  a  good 
job.”

called  the  Peking  Palace,  which 
he  had  bought  in  January  1984. 
He  said  he’d  just  spent  $14,000 
remodeling  the  kitchen  before 
he  was  battered. 

He  would  not  say  how  much 
he  sold  the  business  for,  but  the 
new  owner  Duong  said  the  sale 
was  for  $17,000.  Both  men  said 
the  trade  was  for  “very  cheap.” 
Doung  also  said  he  did  not  know 
about  the  assault  and  battery 
incident  until  just  before  he 
signed  the  purchase  agreement. 

“A  friend  told  me  about  the 
beating,  but  I  decided  to  buy  the

The  purposes  of  the  study  are:  1 .  map  significant  agricultural 
activities  in  the  Connecticut  Valley;  2.  map  the  location  of 
municipal  wells,  the  water  distribution  systems  associated 
with  these  wells,  and  the  private  wells  in  each  community;  and 
3.  identify  and  map  ail  pesticides  used  in  conjunction  with 
these  agricultural  activities.  The  consultant  will  also  rank 
pesticides  according  to  their  solubility,  toxicity,  mobility,  and 
persistence.

restaurant  anyway,”  Duong 
told  The  SAMPAN.  “It  was 
really  cheap.” 

Chase,  who  is  chief  of  the 
Torts  Division  at  the  Mass. 
Dept,  of  the  Attorney  General, 
said  the  1968  statute  is  an 
attempt  by  the  state  to  “make 
financial  whole  to  an  individual 
who  has  suffered  as  a  victim  of  a 
violent  crime.”  Surviving  de¬ 
pendents  may  also  file  for 
reimbursement  if  it  can  be 
demonstrated  that  the  victim 
was  in  fact  the  source  of  financial 
support. 

The  victim  has  one  year  — 
from  the  date  of  an  incident  —  to 
file  a  petition;  surviving  de¬ 
pendents  have  90  days,  Chase 
said. 

Under  existing  guidelines,  the 
total  reimbursement  for  each 
case  will  not  exceed  $10,000, 
with  a  $100  deductible.  The 
compensation  is  awarded  in 
court,  but  the  Dept;  of  the 
Attorney  General,  according  to 
Chase,  makes  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  payment  or  nonpayment. 

The  department  sends  4  ‘inter¬ 
rogatories”  to  be  answered 
:  under  oath  and  returned  within 
30  days  by  the  plaintiff  (the 
petitioner).  Copies  of  the  inter¬ 
rogatories  (these  are  like  testi¬ 
monies)  are  then  sent  to  the 
police,  doctor(s),  and  others,  for 
verification.  ‘‘We  are  like  an 
investigative  arm  of  the  court,” 
Chase  said. 

Recommendations  for  pay¬ 
ment  are  usually  accepted  by  the 
court,  and  recommendations  for 
nonpayment  may  be  refuted  by 
the  plaintiff  and  tried  in  court, 
according  to  Chase.  Last  year 
the  state  gave  out  over  $1  million 
in  claims. 

The  outcome  of  any  ongoing 
criminal  triad  of  a  violent  crime 
incident  will  not  determine 
whether  the  victim  or  depen¬ 
dents)  get  compensation  from 
the  state  under  the  statute, 
Chase  said,  but  the  victim  can  be 
disqualified  if  he  or  she  was  the 
one  to  ‘‘instigate  the  fight.” 

(Lei  told  The  SAMPAN  that  he 
didn’t  hit  any  of  the  assailants. 
“I  knew  they  were  all  kids,”  he 
said,  “and  somebody  had  told 
me  that  I  could  be  put  in  jail  for 
two  years  if  I  hit  a  kid.  ” 

A  class  action  suit  charging 
that  the  restaurant  owner  had 
attacked  the  juveniles  first  was 
filed  by  a  parent  of  one  of  the 
assailants.  It  was  dismissed  at  a 
closed  hearing  in  the  Brighton 
District  Court  March  6,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Sgt.  Donald  Weber, 
Boston  Police  prosecuting  offi¬ 
cer  at  the  court.) 

Chase  said  it  may  take  his 
department  until  the  end  of  the 
summer  to  determine  if  Lei  will 
get  compensation  from  the  com¬ 
monwealth. 

Meanwhile,  the  ex-restaura¬ 
teur  has  taken  a  job  as  a  waiter  at 
the  Golden  Village  Restaurant  in 
Merrimack,  N.H.  He  lives  with 
his  sister  and  her  family  in  a 
grubby  one-bedroom  apartment 
in  the  Chong  Wah  Hong  build¬ 
ing  on  Beach  Street.  He’s  still 
angry  about  the  ordeal,  and 
anxious  to  recoup  at  least  some 
of  what  he  used  to  have. 

“I’m  going  to  see  what 
happens,  ’  ’  Lei  said.  ‘  ‘I’ve  lost  all 
my  money  so  I’ve  no  money  to 
open  another  restaurant. 

“I  think  I  can  win....  If  I  lose, 
I’ve  lost  the  business.”

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Social  scientist  sees 
negative  stereotypes

“All  of  us  have  been  asked  at 
least  once,  ‘Where  did  you  learn 
your  English?’  It’s  always  as¬ 
sumed  that  we  just  got  off  the 
boat....  People  still  treat  us  as 
the  exotic  —  we  are  the  Asian 
culture  personified. 

“Asian  men  are  (seen  as) 
wimps;  Asian  women  are  erotic, 
exotic.” 

‘  ‘I  would  like  teachers  to  teach 
Asian-American  history  as  an 
integral  part  of  history,  not  as 
something  tacked  on  at  the  end 
of  chapters,”  Hune  told  her 
listeners.  “When  you  talk  about 
the  settling  of  the  West,  you 
should  not  just  talk  of  the  wagon 
trains  to  the  West.  You  should 
also  include  the  role  of  the 
Chinese  laborers  who  helped 
build  the  railroads.” 

The  March  30  conference 
drew  over  70  local  educators, 
social  workers  and  members  of 
the  AARW.  Member  Shirley 
Mark  Yuen,  one  of  the  coordin¬ 
ators  of  the  conference,  said 
there  were  others  that  had  to  be 
turned  away  due  to  inadequate 
space  at  the  Museum. 

“The  high  turnout  for  the 
conference  demonstrates  the 
need  for  Asian  American  studies 
and  resources,”  Yuen  said. 
“Many  people  want  to  learn 
about  the  history  of  Asians  in 
America  and  about  the  issues 
concerning  Asian  Americans  but 
don’t  know  where  to  go.” 

Louis  M.  Meucci  is  coordina¬ 
tor  of  orientation  and  intercul- 
tural  programs  at  Boston  Uni¬ 
versity.  He  said  he  went  to  the 
conference  out  of  a  “personal 
interest.  The  conference  was 
good  as  it  identified  resources 
well,  both  in  paper  (information) 
and  in  resource  people.” 

“It  really  brought  home  the 
Japanese  internment  experi¬ 
ence,”  Meucci  said.  “Until  I 
was  an  adult  I  never  knew  about 
it.  I  never  realized  its  signifi¬ 
cance.  I  had  heard  about  the 
Nazis  and  so  on,  but  this  was  the 
newest  body  of  information  that 
I’ve  got  recently.”
